In the period from 1st May 1814 to 1st May 1832, there has also been advanced or set apart from the Surplus Com- 
mercial Profits in England, the sum of £.4,998,798, towards the liquidation of Indian Territorial Debt, which being a 
payment under the 4th Head of Appropriation of 57tl» sec. of 53 Geo. III. is not held to constitute a claim upon the 
Territorial Department for repayment, upon the principle observed in respect to other Territorial Advances. 

In the above Statement, the amount of the Outstanding Home Bond Debt has not been placed to the separate Account 
either of Territory or of Commerce ; but according to a letter from the Court of Directors to the Board of Commissioners, 
under date the 10th March 1832, this Debt is held by the Court to be Territorial.
